The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
18 allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 28 and 42, while the prior art 
discloses various devices for measuring the gage of railroad 
tracks, the prior art does not disclose a gage sensing system or 
method to determine the edge surface of a track comprising a 
first array of electromagnetic field generating coils across a 
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first rail and an array of first electromagnetic sensors 
positioned between the first rail and the first of array of 
electromagnetic field generating coils, in combination with the 
other features of the claims. 

Regarding the remaining claims, they are allowed for the 
same reasons therefor based on their dependency to the above 
claims . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
